went to New Rochelle, where Ward 
got some clothes, and then hurried on 
to White Plains after the 
prisoner 


had reassured his wife and two chil- 
dren. 


At the courthouse. Ward met Allan 


R. Campbell, his attorney, and his 
brother. He was jovial and at times 
seemed almost happy as he chatted 
with them a moment or two. 


Ward Granted Adjournment. 


Justice Morschauser

liminaries told Ward he had been in- 
dicted by the grand jury on a charge 
of murder in the first degree and 
asked him to plead. 


Mr. Campbell interrupted to ask 


an adjournment. 


"This came as a surprise," he said,

NATURALIZATION BILL 


IS FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Washington, June 15.— The Cable 


bill, which would regulate the natur- 
alization and citizenship of married 
women, was favorably reported today 
by the house committee on immigra- 
tion ami naturalization and will be 
pressed by the committee for consid- 
eration in advance of the merchant 
marine bill.
